Form- 
erly it was all thrown away in the 
cleansing process; now it Is saved as an 
article of value in France, Belgium and 
other European countries, and Can be 
saved in the United States if their econ- 
omic processes are adopted or the sever- 
al patents which have been used in this 
country for the same purpose prove suc- 
cessful. Wood grease is used as a basis 
for perfumer}', soap, pomades and other 
toilet preparations; for dressing leather; 
as a lubricant; to soften wool and other 
fibres, and for several other purposes.

No ico is tnore 'delicious than tht 


souffle. Made with fruit Juice and wa- 
ter, it is temptingly-refreshing on a bot 
day and lacks the somewhat o'verricb. 
quality of Ice cream. The more elab- 
orate souffle, mixed with cream, is 
equally toothsome, but slightly richer 
and heavier. The rule for each la the 
game, whatever the flavor chosen. 
Fruits of all sorts can be usefl and ar« 
all' eicellent, says the Kansas City, 
Star, but the pineapple has a peculiar 
piquancy when made after the simple 
manner with water only,^ and sucH 
juicy fruits as the orange, strawberry, 
raspberry and peach are peculiarly 
.well adapted to the purpose. Pineapple, 
being somewhat dlnlcult to manage 
with gelatin. Is less easily made lnt« 
the cream souffle than are other fruits, 
although it is possible to achieve suc- 
cess if great care is taken. 


To make pineapple water souffle peel 


ripe, juicy pineapples, remove the eye* 
and cut into bits. Then sprinkle with 
Bugar and let stand for several hours.

the danger line, which was the outer 
fence of the iaile track. 


In -the emuller engine, which started 


from the left of the grand stand, were 
Engineer James Hecox, a veteran of the 
Northwestern road, and- his -fireman, Ed- 
werd Bwyer. In the'cab of the other 
engine was Engineer Sol W. Tiittie of 
the Milwaukee road. 


The b&g engine run 'by Engineer Tut- 


tle had difficulty in starting, the tlirottJe 
being thrown open too suddenly, and Vhe

around on the track. Engineer Hecox 
started his engine slowly, pulling the 
throttie a notch wider as the ;.'olict.'of 
each rail was hoard, and wlen a good 
momentum was attained lef this ca'b'arid- 
dropped to the ground.

"There is unquestionably good profit 


to the factories in the manufacture of 
heet sugar." said my friend.

They 
always insist, however, 


that signed contracts be obtained with 
farmers to cultivate fro-m 3,000 to 5,000 
acres of beets for a term of at least three 
to five years.

propositions, there is still enough in 
them to prove the, point that the sxigar 
plant 'builders have faith in the industry

Death grew frequent and de- 
tails, discharges, desertions and resigna- 
tions reduced the membership one-fourth 
of their strength. The ordeals of initia- 
tory preparation for later trials were 
such as call to mind the sxin dance of 
the Indian, barbarious and 
needless. 


There was fortitude enduring exhaustive 
marches upon Kentucky pikes enveloped 
in clouds of powdered stone. There was 
gratitude for occasional relief from knap- 
sacks loaded on company wagons, and 
there wiis. a smothered hatred of the 
camp guard during days and nights of 
wintry storm, when fires upon the'beat 
were introduced and double jluty was 
the 
penalty 
of building them. Well 


meant, ill-timed antagonism to slavery 
reacted like-a boomerang against the 
wretched fugitives from 
tyranny, and 


the Abolition regiment which gave them 
lawless refuge becnme the object of con- 
tention." 


The speaker detailed many events of 


the regiment's history. The Twenty- 
second -wns mustered in at Camp Utley, 
Eacine.

before. 


Some -will say this is just like the 


American people. They will get up and 
indignate, pass resolutions, inspire their 
members of legislature and congress to 
take necessary 
action, and there it 


drops. Congress and legislature meet, 
•billls are brought in -to fit the case, mat- 
ters are talked over, and the sessions 


end and.not a law is passed anywhere in 
all this American union to suitably 
cover the crime of anarchy. One paper 
grows justly indignant over the miser- 
able failure of a congress of the United 
States,to carry out the wish'es of the 
people, this is the Inter Ocean of Chi- 
cago, which says on this matter: 


"One year has passed, the assassin has 


paid the penalty of his awful 
crime, 


there has been a blast of sound against 
his spiritual instigators and abettors, 
but wha-t have we done to stamp out the 
breed from 
which this human wolf

The anar- 
chist is still the pirate of civilization, 
ready to hoist his black flag and slay. 


"Bui our determination 
to extermi- 


nate this pirate seems to have evaporat- 
ed in one short year.v We have done 
nothing."

Bryanism is about killed in their party, 
but as to trust magnates, more likely 
the fact is that they are not contribut- 
ing to the treasury of either political 
party just now. But it could be stated 
if t'hey have it is more natural if they

If 
elected there is naturally but one plat- 
form while with the legislature supposed- 
ly elected upon the same basis, there will 
naturally be as many platforms as there 
were successful 
candidates. The Jaw 


has neglected to provide the way for the 
state nomineees to enforce their plat- 
forms therefore a legislature has ro call 
to pay any attention to the state officers, 
vrfiiie in turn the state officials have no 
need whatever to pay any attention to 
the legislature. 


This new policy of state will necessity 


abolish all political 
parties, since the 


convention, isbutthevery breath of the 
party life and all that gives it any solid- 
ity. Not that any action of conventions 
may not be wholly agreed with upon by 
all delegates as to matters of state pro- 
eeedure, because naturally more or less 
appertain solely to the legislature to de- 
termine, but the mass convention brings 
the party together encourages enthu- 
siasm for the party, and enforces the 
.whole -truth that in organization there 
'is strength. But then in Mississippi it is 
admitted these arguments ha-ve no man- 
ner of force. 


In that 
state as 
in several 
other 


states there is but one party, Democra-

As the returns come in It Is becoming 


very clear that the Democratic platform 
as well as the Democratic 
candidates 


have utterly failed to catch on, so to 
speak. It had been hoped to enthuse 
the alleged stalwart element that they 
be induced to go to the length, of voting, 
the Democratic ticket, or at least for 
their governor, but all such, hopes have 
faded.

the course of justice. But some way the 
people refused -to arise and insisted upon 
letting the grievous evils Bryan com- 
plained of so eloquently, go right along.

REDUCTIONS OF1 THIS PUBLIC DEBT 


The reductions of the public deTit now 


announced from month to' month, -that 
for August being "$5,318,646, are not in 
fact reductions,, "but the result of the 
gain of cash in the treasury. With, 
deficits in any month, this apparent re- 
duction would, of course, ;be reduced if 
not effaced. The net public debt, as it 
stood on September 1 is placed at $968,- 
001.321. of which interest bearing debt is 
$031,070,340. 
The debt, however 
in 


fact interest bearing.and upon which in- 
terest has ceased was on Sept. 1, $1,327,- 
532,8-21. This is to be decreased by the 
available cash balance in the treasury on 
that date of $359,491,500, 
leaving as 


above stated $068,091,134 as the.r.et debt. 
There is held in the.treasury .$045,876,- 
OSO in cash in the form of a trust fund, 
to 'take care of an equal amount of cer; 
tificates and treasury notes outstanding. 
Thus the real cash in the treasury is 
seen to have been $1,290,043,680, the 
largest amount of money held in the 
treasury of any government in the 
world. 


TREASOJT TO STATE. 


It is supposed the state platform can

prohibition of injunctions such as have 
been issued fro'm West Virginia courts. 
This movement has been approved of by 
Mr. Campers, president of the Federa- 
tion of Labor and instructions given to 
the proper committee to have the new 
movement fully explained in the official 
organ of the Federation. It

hinted at what would be done with, can- 
didates who might decline to pledge 
themselves in advance as to what they 
would do or wouid not do, but the infer- 
ence is that where pledges are. refused 
union labor may decide to oppose them 
regardless of what political party they 
may belong to. 


IDAltO DEMOCRATS. 


The Idaho Democrats are standing by 


the faith of their fathers, the later fath- 
ers of the Kansas City platform of 1000.

cast into the Mississippi river and all of 
this I do solemnly swear, so help me 
God." 
. John K. Murrell's statement that the 
house combine of 1890-1000, of which hfi 
•was a member, accepted bribes of $2,500 
eareb. for their votes on the lighting bill 
ef 1000, made the lighting situation the 
chief topic of investigation by the grand 
jury today. 


Shortly after noon Edmund Burch was

'COME MUCH WEALTH 


Everything Saved Xlieie Days — Twenty 


Five Different One* from Steer—Wool 


and Cotton Also Productive. 


Curtis in Kecord-Herald: 
Twenty- 


five different by-products come from .the 
carcass of a steer. Slaughter-nouses now 
preserve and utilize every atom of the 
animal;. Nothing is wasted,.and the pro- 
ceeds of the by-products were recently 
estimated by aa expert as sufficient to 
pay the transportation and the shrink- 
age of the live animal from the ranch to 
the packing house. 
Tie 
brains, of 


healthy cattle contain remedies for 'all 
sorts of • nervous diseases, and their 
stomachs and intestines furnish the ele- 
ments for similar remedies for diseases 
of the digestive organsjtheir blood goes 
both to. the drug store and to the 'tan- 
nery, the-cotton mill, the sugar refinery 
and .other places; the bones are used in 
several of the industries and the arts; 
the hoofs furnish material for buttons 
and ornaments; they are converted into 
cyande "of potassium '. for the reduction 
of refractory ores, and the residue is the 
finest fertilizer used by modern florists 
in their forcing houses. 
Celluloid is 


made from tones of animals; the horns 
are steamed and split and" flattened out 
for use in the manufacture 
of hair 


brushes, combs, large buttons, 
knife 


handles and various other articles. The 
fat is converted into imitation butter; 
the sinews, lungs, intestines and the rest 
of the internal arrangements go into 
the pot and -come out glycerin, glue, lis- 
terine, gelatin and in various useful and 
valuable' forms. The skimming of the 
tanks 13 very valuable;"not a drop is 
lost; • the • marrow- is'used for medicines 
and nutritives; the ribs of calves are 
macerated into powder which is of great 
medicinal importance; the soft bones of 
the neck, shoulders, ribs and breast are 
crushed and boiled for the gelatin that is 
in them, and then go to the gule factory. 
But the most productive gelatin mater- 
ial is found in the scraps trimmed from 
the hides, around the horns, the nostrils 
and the hoofs. 


Last year 69.501,209 pounds of glue 


were made from animal matter picked 
up in the slaughter houses. 


* * * * 


The woolen industry is also productive 


of many by-products which have increas- 
ed the profits and cheapened the cost ol 
the finished article to the consumer. The 
sheep picks up from the soil of the pas- 
ture a great deal of potstsh which, after 
circulating through the system of the 
animal settles in. the oil or grease at the 
roots of the wool. This excretion is 
known as "suint" and .with the dirt that 
is mixed with it*often constitutes two- 
thirds of the weight of a fleece. Form- 
erly it was all thrown away in the 
cleansing process; now it Is saved a* an 
article of value in France,.Belgium and 
other _ European countries, and can be 
saved in the United Sk&tes if tieir econ- 
omic processes are adopted or the sever- 
al patents which have been used in this 
country for the same purpose prove suc- 
cessful. Wood grease is used as a basis 
for perfumery, soap, pomades and other 
toilet preparations; for dressing leather; 
as a lubricant; to soften wool and other 
fibres, and for several other purposes. 
Mr. Kittridge, who has gtwm special 
study to this subject, asserts that sever- 
al millions of dollars worth of wool fat 
and potash are allowed to run to waste 
in the United States every year. He 
suggests 
that methods be adopted to 


wash wool at the buying point instead 
of at the manufactory, for the grease 
and other foreign substances that are 
extracted in the cleansing process make 
up BO, and sometimes SO, per cent of the 
weight of the fleece, and thus a similar 
proportion of the freight charges, which 
often amount to ten cents a pound, 
would be saved. 


* • * • 


Tew by-products have' been so profit- 


able as .the. seed taken from the cotton 
in the south, which was formerly allowed 
to go to waste- but is now -utilized for 
many purposes. Cotton seed was-treat- 
ed as garbage until 1S70, when it became 
a fertilizer; in 1800 it became food for 
men, 
and now constitutes 20.4 per cent 


of the value of the cotton crop. 


From.coal are derived almost as many 


by-products as from cattle, and it con- 
tains the elements of many more, which 
are being developed by chemists every 
year. Corn is another prolific producer 
and furnishes everything 
almost from 


starch to bicycle tires. Old rubber is 
no longer waste material, but can be 
melted over and blended with new with 
good results. Old tin can be utilized in. 
many ways; the refuse from breweries 
and distilleries Js all valuable; broken 
glass is used in j. ranee and Belgium for 
paving and building 
material, and .is 


melted over into various forms and arti- 
ficial stone is made from ashes.

Administration Spokesmen Declare 


They Cannot Indorse Senator 


Spooner .Unreservedly." 


G«n. Bryant Says Word !• Dlitaitefal and 


•o tli* Fight Will be Carried Into 


Caucuses Wednesday Evening. 


MADISON, Sept. !>.—A word five Byla- 


bles long stands between the csipital city 
factions of the Republican party and 
harmony. That word is "unconditional." 
Its present application is to ih» United 
States senatorship in its bearing on the 
nomination of a Republican candidate for 
member of assembly in this, the Krst 
district of Dane county,' the home of 
John C. Spooner and of Robert M. La 
.Toilette. 


The caucuses to select delegates to the 


assembly district conventions^will be held 
Wednesday evening, and the contest has 
resolved itself into one upon which the 
eyes of the whole state are centered. The 
situation undoubtedly is the most inter- 
esting that has been developed in con- 
nection with any nomination for the leg- 
islature sirfce the state convention, held 
at Madison in July, and through it the 
jriends of Senator 
Spooner have been 


aroused to the belief that the adminis- 
tration, regardless of all else, is deter- 
mined to prevent his re-election. 


For three days or more the factions

Sparks From Threshing Engine Ig- 


nite Barns and Grain on the 


Koetlerhagen Farm. 


Sparks

HOT WEATHER SWEETS. 


How to Make Fruit ,Sonffle» With 


Either "Cream or Water. 


No See is more delicious than th« 


souffle. Made'with fruit juice and wa- 
ter,, it is temptingly .refreshing on a hot 
day and lacks the somewhat .o'verricb 
quality of ice cream. Tbe more elab- 
orate souffle, mixed with cream, i« 
equally toothsome, but slightly richer 
;and'.heavier. .The rule for each is the 
same, whatever the flavor chosen. 
Bruits of all sorts can be used and ar« 
all' 'excellent, says the Kansas Ciij; 
Star, but the pineapple has a pecnlia*- 
piquancy when made after the simple 
manner with water only, and such 
juicy fruits as the orange, strawberry, 
raspberry and peach are peculiarly 
well adapted to tbe purpose. Pineapple, 
being somewhat difficult - to .manage 
•with gelatin. Is less easily made int» 
tbe cream souffle than are other fruits, 
although it is possible to achieve suc- 
cess if great care is taken. 


To make pineapple water Bonnie peel 


ripe, juicy pineapples, remove the eye» 
and cut into'bite. Then sprinkle with 
sugar and: let stand for several hours. 
Strain through a fruit press, and to 
:every pint of.the juice add one of wa- 
ter, six' eggs well beaten 
and one 


pound of sugar, les the quantity pre- 
viously used. Pla ' the whole in a 
custard boiler and cook until it takes 
tbe consistency of boiled custard, stir- 
ring'all tbe while. 
When removed 


from the fire, stand the vessel in one 
of cold water, and beat the custard 
briskly until cold. ^Pour into the freez- 
er can, freeze after the usual manner 
end serve with cream slightly sweet- 
ened and flavored with pineapple juice. 


To make souffles of other flavors fol- 


low the same general rule, substituting 
the juice of whatever fruit may be se- 
lected for that of the pineapple. 
In _ 


addition to the more familiar flavors, 
currant, cherry, plum and what- is 
known as~harlequin, or a mixture of 
two or more flavors, will be found de- 
licious.

This brown color- 
ing is a pigment of tbe actual -nature 
of rust caused by the presence of irou 
in the fruit and the oxidation of that 
iron by the air. The acid in the pulp 
helps in this oxidation considerably. 
By setting each quarter or slice as if 
is peeled In a basin of cold water no 
air contact is possible, and the browu- 
ness is avoided. But the water draws 
out the acids, and there is a sacrifice 
of flavor to color if tula' plan is used 
and'the apples soaked too long. Any

General John T. Morgan, United State 


senator from Alabama, has written 
letter, which has just been received her 
in which he emphatically declares that a 
law to tax trusts is within the power of 
congress and will suppress the evil. In 
his letter 
General Morgan says: "I 


think it is admitted on all sides that the 
power of congress to levy taxes extends 
to every description of property that is 
not exempted by the character of its 
ownership. If it belongs, to a state or 
to the federal government or it an in- 
strumentality oi such governments, it is 
exempt from taxation, but all kinds of 
property not so exempted are subject 
to taxation by act of congress. 


"The manufacture and sale of oleomar- 


garine has been suppressed virtually and 
intentionally by the act of congress, and 
that tax law has been sustained by the 
supreme court. If the corporations can 
be controlled by law, so that such com- 
binations will be severely checked, if not 
prohibited, the public evil will disappear. 
Therefore the remedy by taxation trill 
be effectual for the protection of the 
people, if it is limited to corporations.
